Posaibly 
the slow absorption of stocks in 
many of the overseas markets has 
restricted the outlook of many im- 
potters for the moment, 

A fair general enquiry {ts report- 
ed, but most offers need improve- 
ment hefore they could be ‘accepted. 


Eastern Trading 

Indian business has been decided- 
ly patchy; a few lots of dhooties 
have been arranged for Calcutta but 
similar enquiries from Bombay have 
been a long way out. 
and the tighter bleaching styles have 
been booked for Karachi. with a few 
fancies. For the up-country mar- 
kets prints and dyes have attracted 
the most attention, but little busi- 
ness has been placed. 

Only small quantities have been 
offered at the piece goods auction at 
Shanghai, but a few orders have 
gone through for fancies, white 
shirtings, and popling with the aa- 
sistance of the Increase in silver.
